Stagnation in Shipbuilding. 


The stagnation in the shipbuilding 


ti-ado on the Clyde is apparently most 
serious. The North British Daily Mail 
estiinates that thoio ftre at present he- 
tweeri Glasgow and Greenock over 15,- 
000 men out of work, every one of them 
willing to accept any occupation that 
might offer, nltUough skilled workmen 
at\h'jir trades 
This Bro.toment, how- 


ever, only purtly shows the depression. 
Out of 1-18 building berths on the Clyde 
only forty-nine are now in use. The in- 
dustry employs in good times from 50,- 
000 to 60,000 men, and it follows that 
tl».-ro are 130,000 or 40,000 men not work- 
iij£ on tho Ulydo who would be em- 
ployed there id all the yards were in full 
operation. About one-third of this num- 
ber, it is thought, have migrated to other 
shipbuilding centers in Great Britain, 
but Ine Mail thinks 15,000 is less than 
the number of men actually idle on the 
Clyde at tho p^eeent titan.

prosperous and raised just as many chil- 
dren if they had never known that by a 
hair-splitting technicality the Legisla- 
ture ought to convene on the first Mon- 
day in January instead of the third.

Prominent Tartle* Divorc»d. 


Los AHQELES, Gal, D-;o. 28.— The text 


of ths decision of Judge Shaw, granting a 
divorce to Mrs. A. E, Branson from her 
bnsband, Judge Branson, has jnst been 
made public. 
This is tbe case in which 


Mrs. Mary O. H. Stoneman, wife ol Gen- 
eral George H. btoneman, ex-Governor of 
this State, waa imrutd as co-respondent. 
Judge Shaw's decision declares: 


First—From the evidence the court finds 


that defendant on or about the month of 
August, 1889, wilfully and wlthoat cause 
deserted the plaintiff, and that the; have 
not occupied the name bed or cohabited 
as man and wife since said date, and de- 
fendant has, witbcnt oause, refused to oo- 
babit with plaintiff daring the said time 
and that said acts of refusal and separation 
are desertion. 


Second—Each and all of the allegations 


of tbe complaint filed heroin charging said 
defendant with adultery with Mary O. 
Stoneman at any time or in any place, are 
false in every particular. 


Third—That each aud every allegation 


of cruelty upon the part of defendant, as 
stated and charged in said complaint are 
untrue. 


Fourth—It ia not tiue that the letter 


copied into tbe third count of said com- 
plaint was received by defendant in this 
action. 


From the foregoing facts the court nude 


that plaintiff is entitled to a decree ol di- 
vorce upon tbe grounds of desertion, but 
on no otber grounds.

The ambulance service of New York 


city is probably the most complete in 
the world. Few people reflect as to the 
,cope of its humane work when the 
noisy gong of the familiar 
hospital 


wagon warns every one to "clear the 
track." It is a nuisance to drivers and 
jroinenaders. 


It would seem that the ambulance 


service, perfect as it is, is appreciated 
ess by the public than almost any other 
Beneficial institution which ia supported 
oy the city. 


The annual cost of a single ambulance 


s estimated at $920. There are twenty- 
sLx of them in daily service now. This 
,nvolves au expenditure of $23,920 a year. 
Incidental expenses nre not included in 
these figures, which only defray the cost 
of the conveyance, the horse's feed and 
driver's salary. 


The number of ambulance calls re- 


sponded to in one month was 472. All 
of these sick people were comfortably 
and speedily carried to various hospitals 
and doctored free of charge. In the 
same mouth there w°re fifty-four "nurry 
calls." These were ia cases of emer- 
gency, such as fire, poisoning, apoplexy, 
alcoholism, etc. 


The ambulance subject is usually a 


pel-son in poor circumstances. 
One 


rarely sees a well dressed occupant 
being carried to hospitals by ambulance, 
tt is strange that a lack of confidence 
should be placed in such a perfect serv- 
ice as tlie city supports. And yet many 
people suddenly stricken ill betray a 
dread and distrust of the ambulance. 
There is no doubt that lives are lost by 
this foolish apprehension. All that sci-

tion, accompanied by tlie best of medical 
treatment, is given to the poor and de- 
pendent part of the population. 


Tho educated and well placed sick, 


when unexpectedly stricken, yield to the 
first impulse to get home at all hazards. 
A- long ride in a closo carnage unattend- 
ed by any physician sometimes proves 
fatal. The ambulance would be far 
safer urnl the treatment unqxiestionably 
bettor. 


The ambulances which convey pa- 


i.ents to Bellevuo are probably the most 
comfortable conveyiusces in the world. 
This is un important factor in the hos- 
pital service, as tho jolting of nn ordi- 
nary closo carriage often adds tmtold 
sull'oriug to the invalid. 


Tho ambulance in itsolt' is a study. 


The padded bed in it is as soft as a pil- 
low and fits tightly within the soft cush- 
ioned sides. Over the bed is laid the 
stretcher, upon which the patient can ba 
removed from tho ambulance to the hos- 
pital ward without a jar. The bed in 
the ambulance is arranged upon rollers, 
so that it withstands the shock of jolt- 
ing over the rough pavements altogether. 
No matter which way the occupant rolls 
or tosses only cuslrioned surfaces meet 
the body. A physician in attendance 
carries a handbag containing stimulants, 
restoratives, antidotes for poisons and 
all drugs that may be required in ordi- 
nary cases. 


Tho conveyance is always equipped in 


the same complete manner. Under the 
driver's seat is a large box, the lid of 
which forms the seat. 
Under it are 


rolls of bandages cut in different widths 
for use oil different parts of the body. 
Stored away beside these are splints, 
lint, oakum and oil, salves, etc., for 
burns. A hip splint, long enough to ex- 
tend from under tho arm to the feet, ia 
always a part of the equipment, This 
is provided iu anticipation of broken 
legs. There is a huitern at the head of 
tho patient and another at the feet, iu 
order that no time may be lost in ob- 
taining proper light. A strong leather 
belt, with iron cuffs attached at the aide, 
goes with every ambulance. 
This is 


used where a patient is violent or wildly 
intoxicated. 


Tho mv department system of harness- 


ing is emplojed, and only three minutes 
are allowed the ambulance to prepare to 
respond to a call. On the second alarm 
the driver drops the suspended harness 
upon the horse. Tlie buckling takes less 
than a minute. He hurries with his coat 
and vest, and appears at the hospital en- 
trance just as an attending physician 
monies out of the door. 


Any point within a distance of two 


miles is reached in less than nfteenmin- 


The c.mbulance call is reduced to the 


minimum degree of simplicity. Every- 
body should know how to summon an 
ambulance. The nla/m is always sent 
through tho fire department or the police 
stations. On each firo alarm box is a 
notico telling where tho key is kept. 
The policeman on the beat usually pos- 
sesses a separate- key. It is also his duty 
to know where the other key is kept. 
•'Hurry calls," usually street cases, are 
thus Bent through the fire department to 
r.he hospitals. JS'otice given at a police 
station is at once telephoned to the hos- 
pitals. It lies within the discretion of 
the police officers to decide whether a 
patient is a fit subject for a prison cell 
or a hospital. 


If an ambulance ia summoned and the 


disease is contagious tho sufferer ia 
taken to Bellevue hospital and placed in 
a tent outside the building. Tlie ambu- 
lance is at once fumigated and the pa- 
tient transferred to the board of health. 
If removal of a patient by ambulance 
will endanger life the physician must at 
once telephone tho hospital, meanwhile 
remaining with tho patient. Then an- 
other physician in sent in a coupe to at- 
tend the sufferer. — New York World.
